Report of Water Commissioners 


Since our last report the new pumping station has been com- 
pleted. 

A contract has been made with the Raymond Electric 
Company for pumping, beginning June 1, 1914. 

Four new service pipes have been added to the system 
during the year. 

Meters have been installed on all service pipes and became 
effective July 1 last. 

Quite a number of meters were frozen and damaged during 
the cold weather. <A little care in boxing around the meter 
and filling with some dry material would prevent this damage 
in nearly every case. 

Several bad leaks have been discovered and repaired. 

The continued dry seasons and low water caused the Com- 
missioners to install nine new wells to the system. Since these 
were added the supply of water has been greatly increased. 

You will observe we have paid for no excess pumping since 
meters were installed, being quite a saving from previous 
accounts. 

Collections have been poor for the year. We believe the 
policy of “No pay, no water,” will remedy this. The town 
cannot afford to pay for pumping water and give it to its 
customers.

Report State Tax Commission, 1914 


INCREASE IN PUBLIC EXPENDITURES 

No power has constituted the members of the tax commis- 
sion guardians of the public in respect to expenditures for the 
support of government, and they have no disposition to assume 
that role. Nevertheless, “economy being a most essential 
virtue in all states,” and it being “the duty of legislators and 
magistrates * * * to countenance and inculcate the 
principles of * * * economy,” all as set forth in the con- 
stitution of this state, the commissioners believe. themselves 
to be amply justified in urging, as they have so often urged 
before, the importance of this subject upon the voters of the 
state. The public revenue, state and municipal, is the voters’ 
business and they are responsible, directly or indirectly, for 
every extravagance affecting it from the HVS to the ter- 
mination of the fund. 

Every compulsory contribution levied by aia authority 
upon people or property is in the broad sense of the term a 
tax, nor is it made less obnoxious or burdensome if called a fee 
orafine. In the figures that follow therefore, all fees, fines, and 
other exactions, if any, are included with the taxes upon polls 
and estates. To illustrate the comparative importance of 
the two classes, it may be said that the taxes upon polls and 
estates represent about 95 per cent. and all other income about 
5 per cent. of the total revenue of the state, and of the counties, 
cities, towns, districts and precincts therein. 

Taxes as defined above have increased by leaps and bounds 
in recent years. In 1903 the sum of all the taxes assessed by 
and within the state of New Hampshire was $5,373,420.22; 
in 1913 it was $8,765,039.07, an increase of $3,391,618.85, or 
63 per cent. in ten years. But these figures do not adequately 
represent the velocity the upward movement has now attained. 
To show that it is necessary to divide the ten-year period: The 
levy in 1908 was $924,388.79, or 17 per cent. greater than in 
1903, while that in 1913 was $2,467,230.06, or 39 per cent. 
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ereater than in 1908. By so much did the advance in the last 
half of said period exceed that in the first half. These figures 
will be the more alarming if it is remembered that while 
taxes already sufficiently heavy were advancing 63 per cent., 
the population of the state increased only about 41% per cent., 
and while the one was advancing 39 per cent., the other in- 
creased only about 214 per cent. 

It is instructive to study the subject from another angle. 
In the ten years from 1904 to 1914, both inclusive, the annual 
increase in all taxes defined and limited as above was as 
follows:

The average yearly increase for the whole period was $336,- 
561.85. The upward trend is more plainly shown, however, 
by dividing, as before, the ten-year period in the middle and 
considering the halves separately. For the first five years 
the average annual increase was $184,877.76; » for the last 
five years it was $493,446.01. It is surely pertinent to con- 
sider how long the little state of New Hampshire, almost 
stationary in wealth, can sustain a tax already burdensome 
and increasing at the rate of practically half a million dollars 
a year without crippling her industries and impoverishing 
her people. Plainly it is a condition not calculated to attract 
capital from without the state or to encourage business within 
the same. 

From the per capita stand pond the situation is not less dis- 
turbing. In 1903 there were assessed $12.88 in taxes for each 
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man, woman and child in the state. Five years later there 
were assessed $14.75 for each individual, and in five years 
more $20.09. If in 1913 taxes had been equally distributed 
among all the people it would have meant a burden of $100 for 
each family of five members. Though in reality there was 
little such equality in the assessment, there was much in the 
payment. The fact is, that those who occupy, use or consume 
property, no matter who owns it, are those who in the last 
analysis pay most, if not all, of the taxes thereon. If the wage 
earner or the man of limited means understood he was in reality 
paying something like $100 a year in state and municipal and 
half as much more in federal taxes for the government of him- 
self, his wife and three children his influence and his vote 
‘would more frequently make for economy in appropriations 
and expenditures than heretofore. 

No statistics for the year 1914 appear in the above para- 
graphs for the reason that they are not yet at hand except in 
part.

Department of Education 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of Raymond, N. H.: 


Herewith I submit my second annual report and the eighth 
in the series of reports of the district superintendents. 

During the past year the efforts of the Superintendent have 
been directed toward the constructive upbuilding of efficient 
school work, the adaptation of the subject-matter to the needs 
of the children of the community and to the expansion, in- 
tensification and enrichment of the courses of study so as to 
more completely fulfill in letter and spirit the Program of 
Studies for the Elementary Schools of New Hampshire. Ele- 
ments of waste and loss have been reduced, enthusiasm and 
the desire for self-activity on the part of the pupils has grown. 
The aim has been to impress upon the minds of the pupils the 
fact that the acquisition of permanent knowledge is far more 
worth the while than loading the mind with the sole end in 
view of passing the examinations and.making the earliest: pos- 
sible entrance upon the arduous duties of life. Emphasis has 
been laid upon the teaching of hygienic principles, of ethical 
and patriotic ideals. The visitor cannot fail to note signs of 
substantial progress, to observe that a business-like, whole- 
some and inspiring atmosphere is for the most part the rule in 
our school rooms. 

While the percentage of attendance has been higher than for 
the year previous, it is lower than it should be. Tardiness has 
increased. Decided steps should be taken by the proper au- 
thorities in co-operation with the parents to reduce this evil. 

Some of the features in last year’s educational development 
were:—improvement of the class room discipline, greater ef- 
ficiency in the presentation of the fundamental branches, some 
excellent additions to the supply of textbooks and readers, the 
purchase of a few pieces of apparatus for use in the classes in 
nature study, the lessons in hygiene and calisthenics, the good 
work done in spite of limitations in music, drawing, story- 
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telling and dramatization of scenes from American history by 
the primary grades, the effective use of perceptive aids by all 
grades, the use of the library by teachers and pupils for supple- 
mentary information, the installation of electric lights in the 
Pecker School and the grammar rooms, also of an electric bell 
in the latter, the making and the use of individual towels by the 
pupils, the excellent note-books prepared by upper grade pupils 
In connection with the studies of geography and history, the 
commencement made by the introduction of a graduated 
course in sewing throughout the grades and such manual train- 
ing as has been possible into the upper grades, the employment 
of occasional speed and accuracy tests in the so-called funda- 
mental branches to determine efficiency and progress made. 

The policy of the School Board relative to the employment 
and retention of teachers is especially commendable. There 
is NO more important and vital obligation of the Board than 
to select with a view to the kind of work to be done the most 
highly-trained teachers available and to maintain as continuous 
an administration as possible by use of a flexible salary scale, 
eraduated according to the proven worth of the teachers. 

Through the efforts of the members of the Board, a Parent- 
Teachers’ Association was recently organized. Several well- 
attended meetings have been held to discuss local school needs 
and to suggest ways and means for educational improvement. 
This augurs well for the future. We should look forward to 
much help from such an organization and it is hoped that 
every citizen and every parent will become members and at- 
tend with the idea that it is the place for free and open discus- 
sion of all questions relating to the schools. 

It may be well to call attention once more to the changes 
made in the attendance laws by the Legislature of 1913, ex- 
tending the compulsory limit to the age of sixteen, unless the 
elementary course has been satisfactorily completed before- 
hand; also to the legislation permiting medical inspection of the 
public schools in such districts as may adopt its provisions. 
Twenty-nine districts of this state have adopted this act. 

Last year’s report discussed the question of the best age for 
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entering upon the usual school duties. The Superintendent 
respectfully suggests that some action be taken in this direc- 
tion, since the presence of immature children in, our primary 
school undoubtedly detracts from the effectiveness of the work 
of the room and often does positive injury to the young chil- 
dren themselves. The number of such pupils in the first grade 
has not decreased. I. recommend that children less than five 
years and ten months old be excluded from entrance upon 
school duties. 

The trend of educational thought of the day is in the direc- 
tion of an education that recognizes the intimate connection 
' between hand and brain, between thought and execution. It 
has been very difficult for people to realize that there can be 
any other education than that which consists solely of “book- 
learning.’’ Even a generation ago the New England farm pro- 
vided the boys with a most excellent manual training and the 
old-time home with its large family and its many household 
activities afforded the girls a domestic training that was in a 
high degree commendable. Under such conditions industrial 
training was unnecessary. A far different situation exists to- 
day. Industrial and social conditions have undergone great 
changes and the modern home seldom can furnish necessary 
exercise in manual dexterity. The one-sidedness of the train- 
ing has shown its results in many ways. All have met with 
many, who, although masters of the printed page, lack initia- 
tive and executive ability when brought face to face with the 
stern realities of life. 

The education that has been furnished has too often tended 
to attract youth from their native communities to larger towns 
and cities. We should furnish an education for our boys and 
our girls which will help them to discover and to develop the 
possibilities that surround them on every hand. Such an edu- 
cation will react upon the parents and the citizens themselves in 
the way of greater endeavor to furnish the kind of opportuni- 
ties the boys and the girls will seek. In this way the annual 
expenditure will be returned. with interest to those who have 
shown such foresight... Raymond. should have ‘home-made’ 
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schools to prepare “home-made” boys and girls for “home- 
made”’ industries and occupations. We must give the boys and 
the girls opportunities to render real practical service to the 
community and its organized interests in return for the instruc- 
tion we provide. 

The towns of this state have not been slow to recognize the 
value of practical arts courses. Forty-two high schools have 
courses in household arts; thirty-nine have coursesin commerce; 
twenty-four in agriculture; and eight inmechanic arts. Ninety- 
one different school districts have introduced in the elementary 
schools either manual training or cooking and sewing. Ray- 
mond has made a good beginning in sewing. Manual training 
and carpentry, cooking and dress-making can be introduced at 
once and with no great outlay. The necessary outfit for the 
domestic arts can be obtained as needed and no extra appro- 
priation will be necessary. Fortunately we can secure a man 
who has most excellent training and long experience in the 
teaching and supervision of manual training, music and me- 
chanical drawing. For manyal training the cost of equip- 
ment would be about $50 and of instruction, $300. The 
present teaching corps can care for the instruction in the 
domestic arts. The use of a portion of the lower floor of the 
Town Hall has been suggested as available for a manual train- 
ing room. I recommend that the district take action on this 
matter, and make provision for the teaching of wood-working 
at the beginning of next fall term. 

As recommended by the School Board and the Superintend- 
ent in last year’s report and approved by vote of the citi- 
zens, the congestion in the primary room was relieved by the 
removal of the third grade to the intermediate room and of the 
sixth grade to the grammar room; a small room constructed 
and fitted for recitation purposes and another teacher added 
to the corps of instruction. The value of this change has al- 
ready been domonstrated in many ways, and is, I believe, quite 
generally recognized. 

To make our school system still more effective, to give 
proper time for periods in the High School and adequate op- 
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portunity to build up additional high school courses, and like- 
wise to relieve the crowded condition of the intermediate room, 
another step may well be taken if found feasible. This step 
would involve the removal of the sixth grade pupils from the 
grammar room and the fifth grade pupils from the intermediate 
room to the lower floor of the Town Hall. This would prove 
an additional expense and be deemed inadvisable, unless two or 
all of the outside schools could be closed and their pupils 
brought to the village. By this procedure the pupils from all 
parts of the town would share equally in whatever additional 
privileges the district might afford. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation of the work 
done by the teachers and by the pupils under their charge, of 
the confidence the Board has reposed in me, and of the treat- 
ment accorded me by the parents and the citizens.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


To the Citizens of Raymond: 


Your School Board submits herewith the following report: 

Under the able and conscientious supervision of Superin- 
tendent Albert T. Lane and the earnest co-operation of an 
exceptionally able corps of teachers, we feel that steady prog- 
ress is being made toward a better and more efficient school 
system. 

The most radical change made during the year has been 
the advancing of the third grade from the Primary to the 
Intermediate room, and the transferring of one grade, the 
sixth, to the Grammar School. This necessitated the parti- 
tioning off of a recitation room in the latter school and the 
hiring of an assistant teacher. This change has relieved the 
congestion in the Primary room, but has left the Intermediate 
room still too crowded for the most efficient work. Under these 
circumstances, the best plan seems to be to transport the 
pupils from the districts to the village schools, fitting up a room 
downstairs in the Lower Hall for Grades V and VI, thus placing 
Grades V tol X under the principal of the Grammar School with 
two assistants, one a Normal graduate, the other a graduate 
of a Commercial College. By so doing, we can introduce, at 
small expense, a commercial course of two years for pupils 
completing the eighth or ninth grade. This could be done 
experimentally for one year, and discontinued if it did not 
work out satisfactorily. 

If the district school houses are to continue to be in use, an 
appropriation for repairs must be made during the next year. 

There are, under the present system, five school houses 
not in use — those known as the Branch, Prescott, Grout, 
‘Lane and Wason. We think an effort should be made to sell 
these buildings while they are still in fairly good condition, 
as they are of absolutely no use to the town and represent 
capital lying idle and deteriorating in value. 

Some necessary repairs have been made and a few improve- 
ments inaugurated. During the summer vacation both rooms 
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in the Pecker School were papered, painted, and the seats 
and desks varnished; the rooms in the Town Hall also re- 
ceived fresh paint and varnish, new seats and desks were pur- 
chased to accommodate the overflow in the Intermediate room, 
and new seats for the Grammar recitation room. A used piano 
was secured at small outlay for the: Grammar School-room. 
Electric lights have been installed in both village schools for 
use during the period of shortest days. 

Through the efforts of Superintendent Lane, a Parent- 
Teachers’ Association has been formed, its object being a 
closer union and a greater co-operation between the home 
and the school. It has held several very interesting and pro- 
fitable meetings and promises to be a success. 


NEW SCHOOL BUILDING 


Raymond needs a new school building that can be properly 
heated and ventilated and your Board recommends the 
“Cottage System” as best adapted to the needs of this town; 
this system to consist of five buildings, the main building 
to be fitted for High School work. This should consist of two 
stories with basement, fitted with boilers for heating purposes. 
The first floor should contain a main room and two recitation 
rooms; the second floor, a commercial room, a laboratory, 
a library and a Superintendent’s room, which could be used 
as a recitation room. We think this could be built for about 
$6,000, including the land. This could be used for the seventh 
eighth, and ninth grades until such time as the town sees fit 
to put in a full High School course. The other buildings 
should cost about ten or twelve hundred dollars each; they 
should be large enough to accommodate two grades each, and 
should be heated from the main building. These could be 
built, one a year, as needed. The adoption of this system will 
afford us ample facilities for manual training, the teaching of 
domestic science and agriculture. 
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We recommend the assessment of the following sums for 
school purposes: 3
